Madison—The state public wel- 


fare department today measured 
the extent of relief expenditures in 
Wisconsin during 1938 by pointing 
out that public assistance programs 
cost more than all the general pro- 
perty taxpayers in Wisconsin con- 
tributed during the year. 


Wisconsin in 1938 witnessed the 


expenditure of over $108,000,000 for 
public assistance. During that year 
the general property taxes of all 
local, county 
and state govern- 


ments combined yielded $106,261,- 
000. From all forms of taxation of 
all units of government in Wis- 
consin a total of $186,000,000 was 
raised last year, it was pointed out. 


The $108.000.000 figure includes 


only general relief, federal works, 


social security aids, emer- 


gency subsistence grants to farm- 
ers, and surplus commodities distri- 
bution. It does not include-soldiers' 
and sailors' relief, 
hospitalization 


and burials. NYA and child welfare 
services, or unemployment or old 
age insurance. It these latter types 
of public aid were included, the 
state report said, the total would 
be about $131.000.000 for 
1938. or 


the equivalent of about $1,000.000 
every three days. 


In 1937, regarded as a relatively 


prosperous year, total public assist- 
ance costs in the state 
came to 


more than $90,000.000, it was report- 
ed. 


During 1938 an average of 158. 


568 cases a month received public 
aid. For 1937 the monthlv average 
was 130,339. 


Howevcr,_ it was pointed out that 


within the 'public assistance group, 
substantially affecting 
the

total costs, are at least two pro- 
grams which do not reflect chang- 
ing economic conditions, social se- 
curity aids and the CCC. The bene- 
ficiaries of the three forms of so- 
cial security aids, it was explained, 
are- unemployable.

Washington —W)— A committee 


of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, declaring the 
Wagner labor act had "promoted 
public disorder and disregard for 
personal property rights," proposed 
a six-point revision of the statue 
today. 


To correct what it called "in- 


equalities'" in the act, the commit- 
tee suggested in a statement that 
amendments be written into the 
law to accomplish the following 
purposes: 


I—Give employers the express 


right to petition the labor board 
for employe elections. 


2—Guarantee the right of free- 


dom of speech between employers 
and employes. 


3—Prohibit coercion from any 


source. 


4—Limit labor organizations to 


the representation of their o-wn 
members in collective bargaining 
negotiations. 


5—Repeal the closed shop pro- 


visions of the act. 


6—Limit the labor board to a de- 


termination of the facts in labor 
cases, transferring judicial func- 
tions of the board to the federal 
courts or some other agency.

Mercy had been recommended by 


the jury which convicted him of 
shooting Van Kleeck, making a life 
sentence mandatory. 


Sheriff John Scott said Brown 


was taken from the jail about 3 
o'clock a. m. by "four or five mask- 
ed men" who overpowered Jailer 
Johnny Goodwin. 
Brown's bullet- 


pierced body was found beside a 
country road three hours later. 


Brown formerly worked 
in a 


store owned by Van Kleeck. a mer- 
chant and former county commis- 
sioner. 


The body of Von Kleeck was 


found in a bayou near here Jan. 16. 
Brown was arrested several days 
later in a Jacksonville hotel. 


Detectives said he had about $1.- 


300 in currency. The state charged 
it was taken from Van Kleeck.

Paris —CP>— The immediate re- 


action in diplomatic quarters here 
to Reichsfuehrer Hitler's speech at 
Wilhelmshaven, Germany, was that 
Hitler had taken a softer tone, as 
Mussolini had done in his claims on 
France, in the face of a hardening 
stand by the democracies. 


French advices interpreted Hit- 


ler's reply to French-British pledg- 
es to help to defend Polish inde- 
pendence largely as a statement of 
firm intention to protect Germany's 
rights but also as an expression of 
hope for peace.

Rome —CJ5— Adolf Hitler's Wil- 


helmshaven speech today tended to 
increase the average Italian's un- 
easiness over the international sit- 
uation. 


The tone of his references to Bri- 


tain and inferentially to Poland 
gave new cause for anxiety lest the 
Rome-Berlin axis involve Italy in a 
war in which Italian interests would 
be involved only indirectly. 


London—CR—Adolf Hitler's threat 


to denounce the 
Anglo-German 


naval treaty was greeted today with 
smiles in British naval quarters, 
where experts expressed confidence 
she could maintain her three-tc-one 
advantage over the German navy no 
matter what Hitler did. 


The British foreign office al- 


ready had placed on record its view 
that the treaty could not be de- 
nounced legally. 


Admiral of the Fleet Sir Ronald 


Keyes, retired, and member of the 
house of commons, gave some idea 
of the official British view on the 
naval treaty by saying in the house 
of commons 10 days ago: 


"I would shed no tears if the An- 


glo-German naval agreement were 
denounced. I do not tTiinTr it is 
worth the paper it is written on." 


Geoffrey Shakespeare, undersec- 


retary of the admiralty, also de- 
clared Tecently that if Germany did 
end the treaty Britain, wouldjbe re- 
leased ^rom her obligation under it 
to scrap five- battlesships of the 
Royal Sovereign class. 


Submarine Parity 


By the 1935 naval treaty, Ger- 


many agreed to limit her navy to 
35 per cent of'the tonnage ot the 
British navy. 


Last Dec. 30 she took advantage 


of a clause in the pact which gave 
her the right to build up to parity 
with Britain in submarine tonnage. 


It was clear at the time that "in 


the official British point of view 
there was no justification for Ger- 
many's demand for submarine par- 
ity. 


In a statement on tha power of 


the British fleet Shakespeare told 
the house of commons on March 16: 


"We believe our fleet so strong 


today that it can confidently accept 
a direct challenge in battle by any 
probable combination of foes."

The constitutional theory back of 


the proposed new legislation is that 
labor disputes tend to disrupt com- 
merce and that congress has a right 
to remove impediments.

preme court of the United States, in 
upholding the Wagner Labor Rela- 
tions act, held that employers could 
be required to sit down and negoti- 
ate with representatives of the em- 
ployes, but. beyond a compulsion to 
negotiate, there was no implication 
that the federal government had the 
power to regulate labor relations or 
to police labor disputes. Thus, "sit- 
down" strikes have been punishable 
under state laws, and the federal 
power was only indirectly Invoked 
recently when questions arose as to 
whether participants in "sit-down" 
strikes had to be reinstated. The is- 
sue there, however, arose out of s 
violation of state la\v.

goods or money in transit, but it 
would compel employers to rely on 
state or city police departments to 
do the detective work necessary to 
prevent violence or to learn of im- 
pending violence. This is properly 
what should be done, though, in 
some instances, the employer is up 
against an inadequate local police 
department which is unable to give 
him the necessary protection. 


If congress constitutionally may 


prohibit the use of private police 
measures by a company which fears 
a strike, it may also prohibit the 
use by any company of any armed 
guards for any reason whatsoever, 
and thus the protection of private 
property, which hitherto has bees 
entrusted to the several states, will i 
be limited by what the federal gov- ! 
ernment may by statute permit. 


As a practical matter, the abuse 


sought lo be reached is hard to 
reach because industrial espionage 
may have legitimate reasons for ex- 
istence apart from labor disputes, 
and may have to do with protection 
against conspiracies of various sorts 
which are crimes against the state.

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WISCONSIN'S NEW LABOR LAW 
The changes in Wisconsin's law cov- 


ered by the socalled Catlin bill just signed 
by the governor were caused in large 
measure, we believe, fay three condi- 
tions against which public opinion in the 
state grew in hostile manner. Those con- 
ditions were: 


(1) The case of the American Furni- 


ture Company, and similar cases, where a 
"labor dispute'' was permitted under the 
law although not a single worker at the 
plant involved had any complaint to make 
and even though all such workers voted 
their satisfaction with existing conditions, 
and 


(2) Situations caused by the dissen- 


sions created in labor's ranks by CIO and 
•which resulted in strikes, often by small 
minorities, and attended by the loss and 
confusion that usually 
accompany such 


controversies, and even though the em- 


' ployer was perfectly content to go with 


'either organization his men selected but 
found it impossible to-obtain from them

- tional and state editions. 


Cases like that of the American Fur- 


niture Company were used extensively to 
convince the legislature that the privil- 
eges given to Labor, and 
which made 


these cases possible, were lopsided laws 
and resulted in harm to the general pub- 
lic. The story of the American Furniture 
case was broadly spread about. It ap- 
peared that in the court trial the com- 
pany and the Bunions and individuals 
sued agreed upon, the facts. This agree- 
ment disclosed that none of the company's 
employes were members of the interested 
unions.and that when"the unions request- 
ed a dosed contract with the manage- 
ment the employes were called together 
and the proposition - submitted to them 
whereupon by secret ballot they unani- 
mously declined to join the unions. 


Then a. union agent asked the manage- 


ment to "require said employes to join 
one of said unions" and-declared that un- 
less they so joined "the unions will fur- 
nish men" to fill their places,,and that 
unless they either' joined or were dis- 
charged a picket line would be placed on 
the property.

ed to restrain the unions from proceeding 
further in this manner or throw out a 
picket line, the supreme court of Wiscon- 
sin decided that ur.der the Wisconsin law 
the labor organizations were within their 
rights in doing ss they did.

The minority may 
argue that this is virtual slavery since the 
majority who are satisfied will not vote 
to permit a "labor dispute" to develop, 
and may argue further 
that they are 


shackled when they are prevented from 
enlisting the aid and sustenance of their 
friends, cither fay compensation or sym- 
pathy, to join, the picket line. 


Theoretically there is some soundness 


to this argument. But since no relations 
in society can be based upon utter free- 
dom but rather upon all the freedom that 
may be given to every individual and still 
maintain an endurable amount of peace 
and harmony, the argument remains but 
an argument.

Bids on five types of paving for 


Third street from State street to 
Story street will be received by

ton have been re-written by Alfred 
Wickesberg, city engineer, and now 
include a low type pavement cost- 
ing less than the more expensive 
high type roads. 


This new approved pavement is 


a cold, bituminous, plant-mixed 
material carrying a 1-year main- 
tenance bond compared to a 5-year 
maintenance guarantee 
for

high type pavements. The pave- 
ment involves laying a 4-inch 
course of stone or gravel mixed 
with tar or asphalt, then two inches 
more of the same material. Both 
courses would be rolled and a 
final seal coat of stone chips and 
tar or asphalt would complete the 
job. 


Concrete Requirements 


For concrete bids, the specifica- 


tions call for a concrete slab 5 
inches thick in the enter and tap- 
ering to seven inches at the gut- 
ters.

Therefore 
spraying should be done thorough-

Sulphur dust is a representative

Kun. The powder, when dusted on 
thc foliage, controls thc growth of 
funguses which might eventually 
spread over and enter into the stems 
of the plant, causing internal dis- 
eases. 
Dusting should 
also give 


complete coverage of foliage and 
both the upper and under sides oJ 
leaves should be 
coated. Dusting

it One must weigh the questions 
involved before reaching a decision. 
It is a mistake to be authoritative 
with such children, for in some 
ways they arc as mature as ever 
tncy will be. This maturity should 
oe recognized, along with the evi- 
dent immaturity, and a course of 
action decided upon that will allow 
the young person as much freedom 
as is safe under the conditions. If 
they are taught that they are judg- 
ed on :hc responsibility they shoul- 


der successfully and not on their 
age, height and weight, life will be 
easier. 


This is a difficult situation for 


any parent. It 'is not easy to see 
what is in a child's mind at any 
time, nor is it easy to know what 
reliance can be placed upon his 
seeming power. One never knows 
what power another has until it 
has been tested, and it is not al- 
ways possible to test this in young 
people. One has to take a lot on 
faith, and when the safety of a 
child's future depends upon the 
soundness of that faith one moves 
slowly. 


One thing i\e can assure our- 


selves of. hoxvcver. It is not thc 
child's size, r.or his age, that de- 
cides his course of action. It is the 
maturity of his mind, the character 
he has built, the discipline to which 
he has submitted himself. Thc dis- 
cipline we give a child is not the 
staff upon which he leans, ever. He 
leans on the power he has created

When we think of war, we may 


feel that the world is getting worse. 
If the human race is to live at its 
best, we must find a way to meet 
this problem. "What we need is a 
world where there is peace and jus- 
tice for all, with freedom of thought 
and freedom of speech. 


In regard to disease, think of how 


much better off we are than people 
of the past! In the Middle Ages, Eu- 
rope was visited by a disease known 
as the Black Death. It took the lives 
of from one-third to one-half of 
those who lived in England, France 
and certain other countries of Eu- 
rope. Modern methods of fighting 
disease save us from the danger of 
so much damage from 
such 
a 


plague. To a large extent we have 
conquered such diseases as tuber- 
culosis, diphtheria, typhoid 
fever, 


yellow fever and smallpox. People 
still fall victims to such illnesses, 
but not nearly so many as in the 
past. 


People of today have 
better 


homes than those of the past—more 
bathrooms, better beds and better 
ways of heating. Most housewives of 
today do not stoop over the old-time 
washboard, or labor with the sad- 
iron. Electric lights, vacuum clean- 
ers, and -washing machines, are a 
few of the things which make it 
easier and more pleasant to live to- 
day. 


We have better means of trans- 


port than in the past. Automobiles, 
railway trains, steamships and air- 
planes give us quicker passage from 
one place to another. 


All in all, except for the war sys- 


tem. I think -we are living in a bet- 
ter world. Perhaps it will not be so 
long before we are able to end war 
between nations.

Pink broke even the next two 


years, and then was traded to Cin- 
cinnati, where he won 26 games in 
1898 and 15 in 1899. He wound up 
his National League career with the 
New York Giants in 1900. The next 
season he pitched for Milwaukee's 
only _ American league team. 
By 


winning but seven games against 
13 defeats that year, he fell below 
the .500 mark for his nine seasons 
in the big tirr.e, finishing with a to- 
tal of 158 victories and 161 defeats 
for a .495 lifetime percentage. 


He pitched for Buffalo in the 


Eastern league in 1902, and after- 
wards took 
up the- managerial 


reigns for La Crosse in fee Wiscon- 
sin league and later the Wisconsin- 
Illinois circuit He won two pen- 
nants and finished second twice in 
La Crosse, doing his last pitching 
in 1908. He managed Oshkosh in. 
1909 and bowed out of baseball af- 
ter coaching Monmouth college in 
1910. 


After that he ran a bowling alley 


at Beaver Dsm. where he died last 
Sept 19 in his 66th year. 


Pink was a big man—6 feet tall 


and weighing over 200 pounds—- 
and was known as quite a batter, in 
the Gabby Hartnett fashion. He hit 
.330 in 1595 for Pittsburgh, and was 
at his best in the pinches.
